Jordan loses. 85 per cent of 
tourism, U.N. report says 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI), — Jordan has 


’ suffered an 85 per cent drop In income 


from tourism -since the Six Day War, ἃ 
U.N. report showed yesterday. The re- 
port to the Economic and Social Council 
said that tourism, capital investment aad 
economic devélopment in most Arab coun- 
tries have been struck a crippling blow 
since the war last June. 

The report said that the damage to Jor- 
danian and Lebanese tourist trade, which 
forms a large part of the two states’ 
gross national product, “may be a lasting 
one... since the pattern of tourism tra- 
vel in the Middle East, has been altered 
as a result of-the war.” 

In addition to the loss of tourism, the 
report sald that Jordan nad experienced 


-a drop of 50 per cent in remittances from 


Jordanians working abrond. The loss of 
the West Bank, most productive part of 
Jordanian territory, also resulted in the 
flooding of Jordan with 290,000 refugees, 
‘the report said. 

In Lebanon, the number of tourists in 
2967 was 25 per cent lower than in the 


preceding year. The report also. said , 
many forelgners have left Lebanon "

The element of luck 


fo the Editor of The Jerusalem Lont 

Sir, — I believe that the element of 
luck has not heen sktessed enough in 
the aversion of disaster at the Zion 
Cinema in Jerusalem last summer «and 
the Mercaz Cinema in Tei Aviv last 
week, where explosives placed by sabo- 
teurs were discovered before they could 
do any harm, and the elements of alert- 
ness, initiative, bravery, εἰς. by the pub- 
lic, the police and Clvil Defence guards 
have been overstressed. 

In neither of the above cases were the 
explosives detected because of any one's 
special vigilance. In the Zion Cinema, a 
man sitting behind the would-be sabo- 
teurs happened to notice the package 
they had left under their seats after they 
left the cinema in middle of the per- 
formance, In the Mercnax Cinemu, two 
cleaning ‘wen came upon tne explosive 
bundle as they were cleaning the cinema 
between performances, and tbe civil de- 
fence guard on the spot, instead of leav~ 
ing it there while he called the police 
— Jeaving it where it might go off and 
possibly damage property but do no hodi- 
ly harm — picked it up and carried it 
outside, running the risk of it going off 
in his hands, and killimg him and at 
1685 wounding others. 

But the main point of this letter is 
an incident in which I waa jnvolved at 
the Orlon Cinema in Jerusalem, at the 
second performance on Saturday night, 
May 18 — more than a week after the 
Mercaz Cinema Incident. Fer about 20 
minutes before the Orton’s inner doors 
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were opened, one ouler door was open, 
through whicen people werg admitted 
the lobby. At thls door a Civil Dere 
guard was stationed, and he could pre- 
sumably check everybody why entered. 
Then, thrée more outer doors were apea-

Unemployment problem 


This, caming at a time when unemploy- 
Ment Is moving In an upward directlon, 
contains the seeds of fresh trouble for 
the already hard-pressed Wilson Govern- 
ment. Within hours of the Bank of Eng- 
Jand's order, there were predictlons of a 
widespread cutback in industry, particular- 
jy that part supplying the homie market, 
with an even further boost to the unem- 
ployment figures, cow running at 24 
per cent, representing More than half-a- 
millioa,workless. 

The effect of these latest financial. 
restrictions. und the probable increase in 
unemployment, will undoubtedly be to add 
to the general feeling of public malaise 
and to further reduce the chances of the 
Government of winning back those large 
sections of .ts supporters who, both in 
by-elections and focal council elections, 
have clearly indicated their lack of confi- 
dence in Labour's policies and leadership. 

Public confidence was not served by a

Then 
if the camera is malfunctioning, you can 
have it adjusted before you go. 

Take enough film.— about twice as 
much as you think you'll need. You may 
come across a particularly photogenic 
event, festival, or locale. 

Tf you're going to a beach resort and 
will be taking pictures of family or 
friends, avoid a cluttered background of 
beach umbrellas, deck chairs,‘ shore front 
buildings, or crowds of people. Instead, 
try Moving closer to your subject, thus 
eliminating much of the distracting back- 
ground. If. you want a long distance shot, 


take your photos early in the morning © 


when the beach ian’t Hkely to be ag 
crowded and the light is less. harsh. 
Noonday photography should be avoid- 
ed where poesible because the extremely 
bright overhead Ught may cast unkind 
shadows on a subject’s eyes, mouth and 
neck, Try shooting with the sun coming

Mean- 
while, I cannot see any readiness even on 
the part of Jordan to sign such a peace 
treaty with us. For the time being, the 
inter-Arab connections and oiligations 
have uot been relaxed, I camnot as yet 
see amy cracks in the Arab position. I 
therefore doubt Jf there is any Arab state 
— say, Jordan — that might be ready 
to sign a peace treaty with.Israel, with- 
out there being peace between us and 
Egypt as well — or at least, without 
Egyptian agreement to such ἃ step. 


The U.S.S.R. in the Middle East 


ΙΝ Eshkol: The attitudes of the Great Pow- 
ἮΝ ers also affect the prospects of peace. Do 
you think that the Soviets are a factor

¥as many beHeve — or a moderating fac-

# opposed to war? 
iy Dayan: They are not a moderating fac- 
tor. A power supporting states unwilling to 
make peace, and supplying them with 
unlimited quantities of weapons, can 
hardly be called a moderating factor. 
However, the U.S.S.R. policy is definite- 
ly flexible: it can and it does change. 
During the past two years we have wit- 
messed considerable changes — perhaps 
τ΄ Rot such as we might find to our liking 
— in the policy of the Soviet Union. 
These have been the Soviet penetration 
dato the Mediterranean basin (and es- 


pecially in the area of the Mediterranean 
Sea itself), in Kosygin’s recent visit to 
Iran and Pakistan, in the calls made by 
Soviet ships at ports in the Persian Gulf 
and in the supply of Soviet weapons to 
Yemen and to Sudan. Ali these are cer- 
tainly political steps of first-rate {mpor- 
tance. I hope that the present hostile at- 
tltude to Israel is not an organic element 
of Soviet policy, and that it is definitely 
possible that, within the general frame- 
work of Soviet policy, the attitude to Is- 
rael may become far less hostile -- per- 


‘ haps even sympathetic, or at least neutral. 


Eshkol: Despite Hussein's support of el 
Fatah, do we still prefer his r2gime to a 
pro-Soviet one in Trans-Jordan? 

Dayan: In roy opinion, any regime con-

We Shall Smite Them Hip and Thigh 


Livny: Even though the sabotage orga- 
nizations have no formal attachment to 
any Arab government, the neighbouring 
states have declared that the terrorist 
actions are being carried ovt with their 
kmowledge and assistance. What is our 
attitude to these statements? 


Dayan: The neighbouring states have not 
only made this statement — they are 
actively carrying it out. From the purely 
formal viewpoint, this is of very serious 


political consequence to us, and we 685- 


mot afford to let them get away with it. 


How can it be possible that a state 
which has signed a cease-fire 
with us should at the same time conduct 
hostile - activities against us either from 
its ‘own territory, as Jordan is doing, or 
indirectly — lke Syria sr Egypt? What 
kind of a cease-fire is this? Where in 
history has such a thing ever been heard 
of? When de Gaulle set out to fight the 
Germans, did he first enter upon a cease- 
fire agreement with them? Did the Viet- 
cong Sign cease-fire agreements or the 
partisans in Yugeslavia, or anywhere else 
in the world? Would anyone ogree at the 
same time.to a cease-fire and to a con- 
tinuation of hostlities? Such a thing has 
never been heard of! If Jordan or Egypt 


want to fight us, they are welcome — but- 


then there can be no cease-fire agreement! 


Gorea: Is the encouragement given by 
the Arab governments to the terrorist 
actions not likely to support them and 
worsen the situation so far as we are 


Dayan: It is not unlikely that they will 
really carry out what they have been say- 
ing. This means that they wil] not only 
be assisting the terrorist activittes with 
money, equipment and poiitical aid, but 
also with men and perhaps even with new 
territories in Lebanon, Syria and Egypt. 

However, even if this does prove true, 
and the terrorist organizations should be 
able to dispose of thousands of men, this 
can anyway not be worse than the total 

7 against us in the past: the 
strength of the terrorist organizations 
cannot exceed that of the combined Arab 
armies, and we shall defeat them deci- 
sively. I do not say that we shall do so 
without shedding δὴν of our blood, or 
within one day — but whatever the Arab 
states can do within the framework of 
terrorist activitizs cannot be worse or 
more dangerous to us than the ordinary 
total war they have already waged against 
us. In this fight. I have not the slightest 
shadow of & douni that we shall not only 
defeat them, but we shall smite them hip 
and thigh, both jointly and separately — 
every single country that will wage a war 
of terror against us! 


Success of our policy in the occupied territories 


Livny: Let’s go over to our policy in the’ 
occupied areas. A year has passed. What 
do you consider to have becn the achieve- 
ments of our policy here? Do you also seo 


any failures, or any aims that have not © 


been attained? 

Dayan: I almost can’t see anything of 
the kind. It may sound »oastful to say 
that I cannot see any aims that have not 
been achieved. The reason nay.not be so 
much our success, as the modesty. of the 
aims we have set ourselves. We have not 
expected too much. We never thought they 
would come and say, “We love our 
masters.” 

The goals we set ourselves were first 
to maintain law and order and secondly 
that the Arabs living under our rule, he 
it in Gaza, Judéa or Samaria, should not 
fight against ‘us. or collaborate with the 


terrorist. organizations but should, co-. 


operate. with us. Both these aims are in 
actual fact being attained. 

Goren: In your opinion, what are the 
main reasons why the population of the 
occupied territories is not collaborating 
with the saboterrs? 

Dayan: I assume there are two main 
reasons. First of all, there is the deterrent 


of punishment: they know that if they ere’ 


caught, be it in the coursé of action or 
in giving aid and comfort to the sabot- 
eurs, they will be severely punished by the 
Israel Defence Forces. They know that if 
anyone. shelters a saboteur in his house, 
that house will be blown up, and that if 
anyone should give any assistance to ter- 
rorist action, he will be arrested. . 

Secondly, there is the uselessness of 
such action: they know that terrorist 
activities will not induce our army or our 
authorities to retreat from any -territory. 
Accodingly, when they draw: up their gen- 
eral- balance-sheet they see how small the 
rewards are and how heavy the punish- 
ment. 

Furthermore, i suggest that we should 
mot assume that they are not collaborat- 
tion is one that ‘will remain ‘unchanged.

Livny: I undersiand that the main lines 
of our policy in the occupied areas are 


beter Are there any details in 
you intend to make changes in the

Dayan: I believe that in the near future 
We must re-examine not so much the gen- 
eral frame of relationships, but the vari- 

ous facilities and concessions, the details 
of our relations and the links between the 
“smaller” Israel on the Western side of 
the green line and the occupied territories. 
4. re-examination of this kind is necessary 
for three reasons: 

Firstiy, there is of course an obvious 
connection between what ‘s happening in 
the nelghbouring Arab countries and the 
way of life of the inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied territories. During the initial period, 
all of them — both the population of the 
Arab states and the inhabitants of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza — were in @ state of

We cannot solve the refugee problem alone 


Eshkkol: What is your attitude to the 
suggestions that we should begin taking 
Practical steps towards tthe settlement of 
the refugees? 

Dayan: We cannot solve the problem of 

the refugees by ourselves, even from the 
Practical point. It is a matter that can 
ouly be dealt with in co-operation with the 
Arab states—or with at least one of them, 
Jordan — and only within the framework 
of an international settlement. which 
means with money from international — 
certalnly American — funds. From the po- 
Htfeal aspect, too, it js one of the weigh- 
tlest problems awaiting solution — and a 
solution is possible only within the frame- 
work of a peace rettlement between our- 
selves and the Arab states — at least he- 
tween ourselves and Jordan. 
Eskkol: Would it not be important — at 
least so that justice might be seen to be 
done — to start doing something in the 
matter? 

Dayan: In my opinion, since we cannot 
solve the problem, what good will it do for 
someone to set up a model villaze? Such 
things have already been seen under the 
sun. It is obvious that we can set up 2s vil- 
lage; it is just as obvious that the Arabs 
know how to live in a village. 

The whole question is political rather 


than exemplary. The question is a basic 
one — can we or can't we solve the re- 
fugec problem by ourselves? Ib is my 
opinion that we can't, and that indecd wa 
skouldn't even try to make 2 start. It can 
be and should be part of a peace settle- 
meat first and foremost between ourscives 
and Jordan—if and when that should come 
about. 

Eshkol: What contribution can Jordan 
make to the solution of this problem? 

Dayan: She can absorb mast of the τας 
fugees, It ig my humble opinion that Jor- 
dan net only can do so hut is interested 
in doing so. She has a meagre population, 
and should be interested in increasing it. 
Moreover, Jordan is not faced with the 
problem that we have: this is not a dif= 
ferent nation. Jordan is today perhaps 
more Palestinien than Jovdanlan. Numeri- 
cally and ethnically. Jordan can and should 
be interested In absorbing the refugees, I 
believe. 

In Jordan theie are also as yet nnexplet- 
ed water resources—the Mukheiba reservoir, 
which has not yet heen set up, as well as 
other sources. Refugees cannoi be settled 
without establishing development projects, 
and a considerable portion of the water po- 
tential and the empty Jands needed for this 
purpose are to be found in Jordan. 


The possible resumption of hostilities 


Livny: Has the outcome of the latest 
War, over and above the outcome of the 
two previous wars, not been conducive to 


ereating an attitude of contempt of the ~ 


Arabs, which is likely to lead to our living 
in a fools’ paradise? 
Dayan: I hope not In the Israel Defence 


Forces at any rate. Here nothing is taken 
lightly. At all levels, the possibility of 3 
resumption of military hostilities is being 
taken seriously into account ut all levels, 
and is being prepared for io addition to the 
operations against terrorist activities, 
which are also no sniall matter. 


Increased readiness from generation to generation 


Goren: What, in your opinion, should be 
done on the wider national plane in order 
to create the necessary moral readiness to 
face the military and political tests that 
are awaiting us? 

Dayan: In general, I believe that the 
long-range Zionist view is held by practi- 
cally everybody here. As for spiritual readi- 
ness for war — I have kept three genera- 
tions in view and can see no decline what- 
soever in this respect, even though cond!- 
tions — meaning both the education and 
the’ atmosphere here — have changed 
greatly.

HAIFA. — Is a volunteer for work in 
one of the border settlements entitled to 
his pay for the period he Js away from 
his job? The issue has come up by the 
refusal of the Haifa Refineries to pay 2 
day's wages to 27 men who were about 
to leave for one of the kibbutzim in the 
Jordan Valley. 

“If a man wants to volunteer, he should 
not do so at somebody else's expense," 
the company's manpower department rea~ 
soned.

70% increase 
in debentures

The jssuc of debentures in Israel rose 
by 70 per cent in 1967,"from IL677m. in 
1966 to IL1,153m.; according to the An- 
nual Report of the Bank of Israel, due 
to be released shortly. 

Chief cause was an increase in Gov- 
ernment loans, up-:from IL.282m. to IL692m. 
due to defence expenditure, and 
to counter-cycHcal deficit budgeting. There 
was also increased saving by the public, 
the report observes, 

The almost threefold increase in Gov- 
ernment loans was not at the expense of 
private business, since non-Government 
debentures rose also in 1967, though more 
slowly..— from IL395m. to I4élm. .

ployment allowances, the Minister of La- 
bour announced yesterday. 

Only: persons 40 years old and over will 
be able to refuse job offers outside their 
fiel€ or not close to their homes, and 
continue to receive unemployment allow- 
ances. 

The announcement said this decision 
comes in the wake of a growing demand 
for skilled and unskilled workers in va- 
rious sectors of the economy, and the 
refusal of a large number of younger 
persons to take jobs outside the skills for 
which they are registered, or which re- 
quire a certain amount of mobility.

Premier Levi Bshkol yesterduy reltera- 
ted the Government's “on-record™ stand 
that pence conditions would be revealed 
only in the course of direct negotiations 
with the Arab states. He said that the 
Cabinet had takea no decisions as yet 
regarding the’ course of Istacls future 
frontiers, He assumed, however, that when- 
ever peace talks-take place, certain na- 
tural factors such as rivers and mountains 
would figure foremost as appropriate 
natural frontiers. particularly from the 
security standpoint and “especially after 
a war or wars." 

Replying to two parliamentary questions 
by Mr. Urt Avnerl (Ha‘olam Hazeh), Mr. 


Eshkot said πὸ contradiction existed he- . 


tween hig own words about appropriate 
natural frontiers. at a Jerusalem speech 
ix, February, and Foreign Minister Abba 
Ebgn's speech the very same day in Re- 
hovot, urging flexibility, and criticising the 
idea of a Greater Israel. “The twa state- 
ments paralleled each other.” Mr. Eshkot 
explained. , 

Asked whether remarks by Defence 
‘Minister Moshe Dayan to a Tel Aviv daitiy 
Jn January ‘about opposing withdrawal 
even at the expense of peace had been ap- 
proved by the Cabinet, the Premier 
told Mr, ‘Avneri that Mr. Dayan had 
spoken in a private capacity, and hence 
his remarks required no Cabinet sanction. 
Mr. Eshkol said it was hard under a 
democratic system to stop people voicing 
their personal views. Even if a person 
called them private, “perhaps he doesn't 
mean precisely that.” 

Mr. Eshkol said he did not agree that 
the situation was in order. when every- 
one voiced their personal views, especially 
i’ his remarks really did not fit in with 
Cabinct decisions. “But it's harder to 
take action against this, than just to feel 
it IR wrong.” 


In other replies, Mr. Eshko!l told Mr. 


Yosef Tamir (Gahal) that the Government 
offices moving to Hast Jerusalem were 
National Police H.Q., Central Command 
H.Q.,, the Philatelic Service and other 
Post Office units, the Employment Service 
and the Prisons Commission. Under con- 
sideration for removal to the capital were 
various units of the Housing and Agri- 
culture Ministries, of the P.W.D., and of 
the Post Office Engineering Services. 

Mr. Esnkol told Mr. Elias Nakhle (La~ 
bour-affitiated Arab list) that Government 
offces to which East Jerusalem Arabs 
have constant recourse such as the Minis- 
tries of Labour, Education, Posts, and 
Tnterlor, as well as the Natlonal Insurance, 
the Customs, the Property Tax and the 
Income Tax, answer written queries in 
Hebrew with an Arabic translation ap-~ 
pended. or directly in Arabic. Offices ap- 
plied to infrequently, answer in Hebrew 
only. since to use Arabic would be both 
practically and economically unjustified, 
he said.

Critical shortage of 


teachers in Diaspora 


Only $00,000 of the estimated 1.8 milon 
Jewish children of school age in the free 
world receive any kind of Jewish educa- 
tion, Mr. Yitzhak Harkavi, Head of the 
Jewish Agency's Education and Culture 
Department, and Mr. David Bet-Aryeh, 
Head of the Agency’s Tora Education De- 
partment, told a press conference in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. 

Mesars, Harkavi and Bet-Aryeh said 
their two departments are devoting about 
75 per cent of their aggregate budget of 
IL5m. to the-training of teachers for the 
Diaspora. Referring to the shortage of 
teachers, which they said was the crux of 


‘the problem of Jewish education in the 


Disspora, they said that this year the two 
departments had Jaunched a programme 
to train yeshiva students to teach in the 
variouy kinds of Jewish schools. 

The Greenberg Teachers Training Insti- 
tute in Jerusalem, run by Mr. Harkavi's 
department, has trained More than 1,300 
teachers from 29 countries since it was set 
up in 1952. The Tora Department's Gold 
Institute has trained more than 600 teach- 
ers from 24 countries. The latter depart- 
ment services 250 schools and yeshivot in 
27 countries, with 68,€00 pupils.
